Frantic Efforts Made by 

Mother and Sisters of 
Two Brothers To Save 
Their Lives. 


Ossining, N. Y., April 30.—The Dia- 
mond brothers, Morris and Joseph, 
and Jobn Farina, a trio of younz 
gunmen who murdered two bank 
messengers in i923, died Thursday 
night in a triple electrocution which 
had created more excitement in Great- 
er New York than any execution at 
Sing Sing prison in many years. 

The attorneys and relatives who 
had fought until late Thursday to 
save the Damond boys had stirred up 
so much interest in the case—an in- 
terest heightened by the fact’ that 
they were the first two brothers to die 
together in more than 20 years—that 
there were nearly 1,000 applications 
to see them killed. Warden Lawes 
said that, as fra as he knew, there 
had never been so many applications 
before for such an event. Only 35 
spectators. including rewspapermen, 
were allowed to enter the death cham- 
ber. 

Day of Many Thrills. 

Morris Diamond went first to. his 
death, followed by his brother, Joe, 
and Farina in turn. 

The news was flashed by wire into 
New York city, where for a day or 
two the immediate prospect of it had 
been more generally discussed than is 
» world’s series while in progress. 
This interest had been heightened by 
deamatic developments late in the 
day, when the lawyers and the two 
sisters and the mother of the Dia- 
mond boys had lost their final appeal 
in Brooklyn. The appeal had pre- 
viously been turned down by Gover- 
nor Smith. 

Morris was brought into the cham- 
ber at 11:05 and within 82 minutes 
New York had been rid of these 
thrce of its most dangerous thugs. 
Morris was pronounced dead at 11:14. 
Joe, who entered at 11:21, was offi- 
cially dead at 11:25, and Farina, who 
eame in at 11:28.

Each, 
just before the fatal harness was 
elamped about his bedy, protested 
his innocence.

Some businessmen’s associations 
have always resented the work of the 
federal trade commission and several 
propostls to abolish it have been made 
in congress. After Harding became 
president, men of a more conservative 
tendency were appointed to the com- 
mission as vacancies occurred. The 
action in abolishing some methods of 
publicity is one of the results of this 
change of complexion on the commis:

ber within a circle, which identifies 
the mill producing the lumber; also 
the letters “SPA,” as the official sym- 
bol of the association, and the grade 
of the piece, for example: “B & BTR” 
for B and Beiter, or “No. 1 COM” for 
No. 1 common, or whatever "the grade 
may be,

This form of grade-marking and 
trade-marking is considered equivalent 
to certifying and guaranteeing the 
quality of the product, because the 
grade brand is backed up by the asso- 
ciation’s official mill inspection serv- 
ice, which is the authoritative agency 
for maintaining the uniformity and in- 
tegrity of the standard specifications 
for grades of southern yellow pine, 
which are universally recognized.

Of course, any lumber manufactur- 
er, not a subscriber to the association, 
could brand his grades on his output, 
but this brand would not have the as- 
sociation’s authoritative inspection 
service behind it. It is pointed out 
that the grade-brand of an individual 
manufacturer might be correct and 
trustworthy and again it might mean 
nothing so far as assurance of correct 
grade is concerned, because not sup- 
ported by an authoritative inspection 
service, which is regarded as essential 
in order to keep lumber grades up to 


standard. ; 


The Southern Pine’ association. is 
credited with. being the first organiza- 
tion of lumber manufacturers in the 


world to adopt and put into operation 
the grade-marking of lumber. The 
practice has long been advocated by 
architects, contractors, engineers, re- 
tail lumber dealers and lumber users, 
for the protection of the lumber-con- 
suming public against fraud in lumber 
sales, and it also is indorsed by Secre- 
tary Hoover and other officials of the 
United States department of commerce 
as a great forward step for the benefit 
of the public as well as for the indus-

.|try and trade. 


Grade-marking is an important fea- 
ture of the national lumber standardi- 
zation program and the Southern Pine 
association’s plan has been given offi- 
cial approval as meeting the recom- 
mendations of the standardization con- 
ference respecting this practice. 

For many years lumber producers in 
several foreign countries, notably in 
northern Europe and Japan, have been 
grade-marking their lumber and tim- 
ber. But this has applied almost ex- 
clusively te export stock, and the for- 
eign practice consists of merely the 
branding of the trade-mark and grade- 
mark of the individual manufacturer 
and the branding is not supported by 
an authoritatiye inspection service. 
The “SPA” system of grade and trade- 
marking is thus regarded as a decided 
improvement over the foreign methods. 
Greater protection to lumber buyers is 
afforded by the Southern Pine asso- 
ciation’s plan. 

While the grade-marking became ef- 
fective in the association subscriber 
mills only on April 1 last, yet the 
plan has been under consideration and 


March, 1922, and a number of the 
mills had instituted the practice a few 


| weeks prior to the final adoption of 


the plan as an official activity of the 
association and its subscribers,

The grade-marking, it is held, wil] 
protect the integrity Sf the manufac- 
turer’s grades and product clear 
‘through from the mill to the ultimate 
consumer; it will protect the honest 
distributor against unfair competition 
of unscrupulous “grade-jugglers;" it 
will relieve architects and contractors 
of much trouble and worry with re- 
spect to assuring clients they are re 
ceiving the quality of lumber they 
want and pay for; it will safeguard 
contractors against unfair competition 
of *‘grade-juggjing” builders, and it will 
insure that the consuming public is 
not being defrauded in its lumber pur- 
chases. 

Many prominent architects and con- 
tractors have asserted that grade- 
marking will make for much better 
and more economical construction in 
this country and that its benefits will 
be, manifold.

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HEALTH TALKs}

», CLAVUS. 

‘The title of today’s talk I chose not 
so much to aid and abet crossword 
puzzle makers, but from impulse. The 
word clavus means a corn or callus, 
and a doctor just naturally seizes upon 
a name like that to cover his gener:l 
ignorance of the subject as much as 
posibie. _ Clayus, by the way, is one 
dis-ease which the former barber ‘hea)- 
ers seldom treat by adjusting the vic- 
tim’s spine. Clavus in the shrewd 
eyes of the former barber healer looks 
fery much as fracture looked to cho 
author of another fad healing cult— 
the laity is still rather hard head24 
about these perfectly obvious ailments. 

Before we go any further I want to 
testify that I spelled callus as a noun 
in the preceding paragraph, no matter 
how it may be spelled here. As a 
general rule, it comes out spelled as an 
adiective. ° , 

‘All corns are caused by pressure 
and friction from improer footwear. 
When the pressure is made by an ad- 
joining toe the corn is likely to be a 
soft corn. simply because the sweut 
between the toes keeps it moist. 

Paring or cutting or scraping awiy 
corns is a dangerous practice in any 
case, unless it is done under strict 
asceptic conditions, which does not 
mean merely using antiseptics. It is 
probably better to remove a corn by 
softening it chemically, and the most 
sulisfactory remedy for this purpose 
is salicylic acid. The standard for- 
inula is a solution of 30 grains of 
salicylic acid in half an ounce of flex- 
ible eollodion. This must be kept 
in a tightly-stoppered vial and cere 
tuken to keep the fluid off the neck 
of the vial and off the stopper. Other- 
wise the ether evaporates from the col- 
lodion, and there is left a thick mass 
which is ulelesgs until more ether 1s 
udded to dissolve it again. Paint the 
corn or callus with one’ coat of the 
salicylic collodion every day for a week 
or longer. 
surrounding normal skin. After sev- 
eral such applications the corn or ca!- 
lus will be so soft that it can we 
easily wiped away. Of course, it will 
soon return if the original cause is n>t 
removed. | : 

For the soft corn the same treat- 
ment is sufficient, but special atten- 
fion is necessary to prevent moisture. 
This may be done by keeping either 
pledgets of absorbent cotton or little 
folds of absorbent surgeon's gauze be- 
tween the toes and changing these two 
or three times a day. If there is ex- 
cessive sweating of the feet, that 
should be treated, too¢ 

The present styles in shves are 
about the best ever. from the hygienic 
point of view. Women’s shoes this 
season allow room for three or four 
toes to the foot, and some of the shoes 
for men will take five toes together 
and still leave room for half hose.

Answer—If the tonsils are su 
merged or if there are adhesions be- 
tween the tonsil and the pillar (the 
result of old inflammation or long 
neglected infection) there is some risk 
of injury to the pillar in the removal 
of the tonsil, whether local-or gener- 
al anesthesia is used. As a general 
rule removal of the tonsils improves 
the voice.

Kindly suggest a very good blood 
purifier. In the spring some people 
like to take something to purify the 
blood. _I have heard that fea made of 
sassafras bark is good. Would vou 
advise it, or do you know of something 
better?

Answer—Sassafras is as good & 
anything else, though LI do not take 
blood purifiers seriously.

Washington, April 30.—A 43 per 
cent increase in the value of products 
turned out by manufacturing, estab- 
lishments in North Carolina in 1923, 
as compared with 1921, was shown in 
biennia] census figures announced to- 
day by the department of commerce. 
The total valuation increased from 
$665,118,000 to $951,911,000, the fig- 
ures embracing all establishments with 
an output valued at more than $5,000. 
. The a verage number of wage earners 
employed in the state increased from 

9,853 to 173,687, of 27.9 per cent. 
while total wage payments increased 
from $94,235,000 to $127,544,000, or 
ov. per cent, 

The cotton goods industry continued 
to lead all others in 1923 in both num- 
ber of wage earners and value of prod- 
ucts. Wage earners in this industry 
increased from 66.316 to 81.041. or 
22.2 per cent in the two-year period. 
while the alue of products incréased 
from $190.990,000 to $326.572.000, or 
71 per cent. 

The “tobacco, cigars and cigarettes” 
industry. was second in value of out- 
put, which inereased from $215.535.- 
HoT to $264,218,190, but was exceeded 
in number of wage earners by the 
“luniber and timber products” indus- 
try.. The average number of persons 
employed in the latter industry in- 
creased from 14.617 to 19.960.

Boston, April 30.—Colonel John 
C. Coolidge, father’ of the president, 


arrived in Boston tonight to undergo 
treatment for his heart at the Massa-- 
chusetts general hospital. 


“About as usual,” Colonel Coolidge 
cheerily responded to questions as to 
his condition. He was outwardly in 
good trim. and walked without as- 
sistance down the long platform to 
the train gate, where he posed for 
photographers. 

The president’s father has been in 
poor health all this spring, it is said, 
and it was on the advice of his doc- 
tor and of President Coolidge that 
he decided to urdergo treatment in 
Boston. He left his home in Ply- 
mouth, Vt., this afternoon after dis- 
charging his customary morning 
chores. : 

Colonel Coolidge. it was learned, is 
suffering from a slow pulse. Accord- 
ing to the physician, the patient’s 
pulse registers between 30 and 40 
beats a minute while the normal is 
about 70.

But 
above the horrid details of the murder 
and suicide there arose in that boy’s 
heart a man’s protective instinct in 
tne declaration that with -his. own 
hands he. would. hew out not only his 
own life but that he would provide 

for his sisters. 
Kills Wife And Self. 

This boy is J. W. Howard, | his 
little sisters are Doris, 9, and. Larue, 
7. They are the orphaned children 
of John Newton Howard, who killed 
his wife on a farm about seven miles 
from Lithonia Wednesday .afternvon 
sfter an argument of nearly an hour. 
Bent on destruction, the boy says, his 
father then attempted to kill himsel* 
with the same shotgun he had used 
in killing his helpmate as she Jay 
upon her bed. The shot’ blew the 
man's hats to bits, and with an excla- 
mation of disgust, he threw the gun 
to the floor and almost in a leap 
went across the room, took his .32 
caliber revolyer from a drawer and 
po.nted the gun at his head. “It 
seemed like an hour before he pulled 
the trigger.” the lad stated, “but I 
cwess it was but a* second and a bul- 
let went through his brain. and he 
fesl to the floor.” 

“For 2a-:few .seconds YI could not 
move, I was too scared. Then J ran 
from the house, calling to my little 
sisters to follow. We ran most of the 
way to my grandina’s house and told 
her. Mrs. J. H. Bowers and my uncle, 
Paul Bowers, what had _ happened. 
We hurried right back home and my 
father was still alive. Uncle Paul 
picked him up and ‘foadéd him into 
Lis automobile and started for lLi- 
thonia but soon came back as father 
had died on the wary.” 

Father Just Mean. 

When asked why his father had 
killed his mother, the little fellow, 
woked up and said, “I don't know 
unless.it was just meanness. He was 
mean to mama. He threatened to kill 
ber several times. He complained all 
the time about her being sick so much 
and having to pay so many doctor 
bills. Mother was always good to him, 
as she was to us children. She loved 
us and we loved her.” , 

At this juncture the little Zellow 
sobbed hitterly.

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The persistent slumping since early 
January in the value of copper com- 
pany securities is only a reflection of 
the age-old and inevitable law of sup- 
oly and demand as applied to copper 
mvtal. Consumption of copper has 
hen tremendous in 1925, yet when 
compared with production, this con- 
assumes an unfavorable 
axpect. United States copper mines 
in the first three months of this vear 
produced 437 million pounds, World 
production in this same. period, at 
over SCO. mition pounds, has broken 
all former records. In view of this 
record-breaking output that has main- 
tuined a considerable lead over con- 
sumption, it is little wonder copper 
inetal prices have declined well over 
t eent a pound. Prices this year 
have averaged about two cents less 
than they averaged during the first 
quarter of 1923. Yet United States 
‘nines have in 1925 produced 100 
million pounds or about 30 per cent 
more copper than during the initia! 
three months of two vears ago. 


Copper has recently sold for as 


low as 13 1-4 cents a pound, a price 
which eompares with an average of 
vearly 15 cents during the 10 years 
preceding the world war.’ This weak- 
ness in the price situation, as illus- 
‘rated i.. the above chart from-month- 
ly average quotations of electrolytic 
copper compiled by the American 
Metal Market, has naturally been re- 
flected in the. price of copper com- 
pany storks. The trend of these cop- 
per, securities, as shown in the chart 
from the Standard Statistics .com- 
pany index, has followed very closely 
the trend of metal prices. ° Copper 
producing companys’ costs, while va- 
rving as among different companies, 
ure more or Jess fixed and in a great 
niajority of cases these costs come 
perilously close, per pound, to the 
present selling prices of the metal. 

Such a situation doesn’t hold out 
zreat dividend hopes. Low prices 
suit consumers, of course, but copper 
securities won't have aie host o 
friends until production is in better 
relation to consumption, thus giving 
fair profits to producers.

BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

London, April 30.—Reflection 
seems to have induced certain doubts 
in the minds of the financial and 
stock exchange community concern- 
ing the effect likely to follow the 
return to the gold standard. The fact 
that exchange failed to respond, as 
expected, by jumping to parity imme- 
diately on Chancellor Winston 
Churehill’s announcement created 
fears that it may become necessary 
to raise the bank rate to prevent 
exports of gold, which, it is consid- 
ered in the present state of the Brit- 
ish gold reserves, cannot be afford- 
ed. Such raising of the bank rate, it 
is contended, would be bad for busi- 
ness and prove a setback to trade. _

mous in approval of the government 


the government acted hastily. 2 ; 

Sir Frederic Wise, unionist, noted 
financial expert strongly criticised 
Mr. Churchill’s precipitancy in re- 
storing gold. He was -disposed to 
think that it was a gamble. He had 
heard enormous figures mentioned as 
the amount of recent speculation in 
the exchange market.. Nobody could 
prevent speculators from taking their 
profits, he continued, and that would 
mean that gold should have to. be 
found from Britain’s small reserve. 
He was sure the country was anxious 
to be protected from the possibility of 
getting any further into the hands of 
the United States. 

Alluding to the governments pur- 
chase of $166,000,000 for the Ameri- 
ean debt service, Sir Frederic remark- 
ed that surely, as Mr. Churchil] knew 
the gold standard was coming, it 
would ‘have been wiser to wait and buy 
these dollars at a cheaper rate. 


80 TO 90 PER CENT OF TRADE 


NOW UPON GOLD BASIS. — 

Washington, April 30.—With the 
return of the English pound to a gold 
basis, Secretary Hoover said today 
that between 80 and 90 per cent of 
the entire international trade of the 
world will be calculated in terms of 
gold prices. A general change of sta- 
bility as to prices will be brought 
about, he predicted, that should re- 
dound to the benefit of commerce and 
industry throughout the world. 

“German mark prices will now be 
absolutely on a gold basis,” Mr. Hoov- 
er said, “the Dawes reparations plan 
having linked up the German coinage 
to a degree with sterling. The most 
certain effect of the English move will 
be to reduce the volume of speculative 
hazard in international trade because 
of the elimination of risks that must 
be taken with currency of fluctuating 
value. 

“There probably will be A smal] 
swing of prices in Great Britain as 
the adjustment is made. But that is 
likely to be of small consequence. and 
the gain in stability will bring bene- 
fits that are likely to outweigh the 


losses.”

Two Interviews. 

Today Clark said he bad two ir- 
terviews with W. S. Stewart, of Shep- 
Lerd’s counsel arranged by A. Bb. Bea- 
ziger, reporter for. the Chicago Eve- 
ning American. 

Clark said Stewart at one inter- 
view appeared in the newspaper or- 
fice with some whisky and that all 
three had a few drinks. Stewart anid 
Benziger told him, Clark alleged, that 
he was likely to be charged with mur- 
der as a result of an alleged illegal 
operation but that they could jet 
ipeminente attorneys to defend nim. 

Clark testified that ;‘tewart an’ 
Benziger said they wanted him to 
sign an affidavit that the accusation 
gguinst Shepherd was a frame-up be- 
tween the state’s attorney, himself, 
Faiman and J. P. Marchand, former 
agent for Faiman’s school.

McClintock wus 
about to be married and they feared 
he might die and leave his foster 
mother penniless, Mr. Cutting said 
they asked him to tell McClintock 
that he did not appreciate his foster 
mother’s kindness, but that he refused 
to do so. Upon leaving, they said 
Mrs. Shepherd did not know of their 
visit, he testifies. 

John F. Waters, another witness 
and an attorney, said Henry M. Guth-

GOV DONAHEYBANS 
READING OF BIBLE 


Columbus, Ohio, April 30.—The 
Buchanan Bible bill, passed by the 
recent session of the Ohio general as- 
sembly, to make daily reading of the 
Bible in all publie schools of Ohio 
compulsory, was vetoed today by Gov- 
ernor Vic Donahey because “it op- 
posed the principles of civil and re- 
ligious liberty whieh have made our 
government the model for the world.” 

Contrary to expectations, the gov- 
ernor did not make any comment on 
the action of various factions in the 
legislature which supported or op- 
posed the bill. The bill was actively 
supported by Ku Klux Klan members 
of both branches of the assembly. 

In considering the bill, the veto 
message said “Let us remember that 
it was the hope and desire for religious 
freedom that inspired the settiing and 
founding of the United States of 


America. 
Model for World. 
‘The founders of our country. hav- 


ing in mind their wn sacrifices in ob- 


taining liberty of religious thought 
and seeking to hand down to their 


children this hard-earned freedom. un- 
impaired for all time, were careful to 
write the doctrine of separation of 
church and state into the federal con- 
stitution. The makers of the consti- 
tution of Ohio did likewise and their 
action was ratified by the people. All 
the states of the union are in accord 
on this vital principle. Ohio is not 
ready as yet to secede, and it is to be 
hoped it never will, from the prin- 
ciples of civil and religious liberty 
which have made our government the 
model for the world.” 

The governor then cited a-bill pass- 
ed by the legislature two years ,ago, 
over his veto, accepting as state prop- 
erty the John Bryan farm on terms 
prohibiting forever any form of re- 
lizious public worship thereon. 


Religion to Parents. 


“In the one instance the general 
asseinbly forbade religious worship in 
a portion of our state. In the other 
the assembly seeks to compel the state 
to teach religion to all the school chil- 
dren of Ohio without regard to -the 
teachings received at their mothers’ 
knees. It is my belief that religious 
teaching in our homes, Sunday schools 
wend churches by the rood 
fathers and ministers of Ohio is far 
proferable to compulsory teaching of 
religion by the state.” 

The governor further held that the 
bill was unnecessary, because, under 
existing Ohio law when the people of 
local communities desire or demand it. 
boards of education in their discretion 
may require the reading of the Bible 
in the publie schools. 

Bitter Fight. 


The governor’s disapproval of the 
bill marks the end of one of the bit- 
terest religious fights waged in the 
Ohio legislature in recent years. The 
measure, introduced by Representa- 
tive Ross P. Buchanan, Carroll county 
farmer, sought to compel all public 
school teachers of the state to read 
ten verses from the Bible to the pu-

fourth grade to memorize the Ten

the passage of the measure and 
throughout its stormy route through
